The money value of sales reported for November 
was 6:5 per cent. higher in 1936 than in 1935. Sales 
improved in all districts. Those of food and perish- 
ables rose by 63 per cent. and those of other mer- 
chandise by 6-7 per cent. Total sales for the ten 
months February-November, 1936, exceeded those 
for the same period of 1935 by 63 per cent. The 
index number for November showed a small season- 
able rise of 2 points on the month to 123. Stocks at 
cost at the end of November were 2-6 per cent. higher 
than at a year earlier.

RETAIL TRADE IN NOVEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1936 WITH 1935 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 928 a table showing the relation of sales in 
November, 1936, to sales in the corresponding period 
of 1935. Index numberst showing the relation of 
certain sales in November, 1936, to average daily sales 
in 1933 are given in a further table. 

ligures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of November, 1936, with those for the same 
date in 1985. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. 

There are appended on page 927 particulars of certain 
alterations in the figures for October, as published in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of November 26 (page 
758), necessitated by the receipt by the Bank of 
England of amended figures from contributors in the 
London Central and West End area. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED with INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 
In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered that 
retailers use a variety of accounting periods and also 
that the number of selling days in any calendar month

varies from year to year. Ieturns have therefore to be 
adjusted to some extent in order to render the sales for 
1935 and 1936 comparable when combined into district 
or other totals. Almost all contributors now report the 
number of days on which selling took place in their 
shops during the period to which their figures relate. 
On each return, therefore, the 1935 sales are corrected, 
where necessary, by the appropriate amount to make 
them comparable with those of 1936, so far as length 
of period is concerned. Adjustments of this kind may 
be imperfect where a return relates to the sales of a 
number of shops in different towns, but the error 
involved is not likely to affect the published figures. 
Corrections for such differences between November, 
1935, and November, 1936, were numerous, as the 
calendar month contained one selling day less in 1936 
than in 1935. 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year 
at least and which were, therefore, actually in opera- 
tion in the two months for which the return is made. 
The object of this is to minimise the danger of showing 
as a general expansion of sales in any district move- 
ments which are not representative of average operat- 
ing results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
only for the month in the current year but also for the 
sume month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparisons will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. Further, the difficulty of ensuring adequate 
representation of the smaller individual trader in these 
statistics must always be borne in mind.

SALES 
COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus EARLIER 


November.—The money value of sales reported for 
November was 6:5 per cent. higher in 1936 than in 
1935. Although smaller than that recorded for October 
(7-3 per cent.), this increase is slightly larger than the 
average monthly increase for the year to date. Sales 
improved in all districts, the smallest increase being in 
Scotland, 5-1 per cent., and the largest in Central and 
West End London, 8-5 per cent. The latter district, 
however, showed the least gain in November, 1935. 

Sales of food and perishables, which formed approxi- 
mately half the total value reported in November, 1936, 
were 63 per cent. higher than a year ago, when the 
corresponding increase over 19384 amounted to 9-6 per 
cent. In this division the improvement was lowest 
(2:7 per cent.) in Central and West End London, where 
the sample is peculiar in some respects, and greatest 
(7-6 per cent.) in the Suburban area, 

Sales of other merchandise, which had improved to 
a marked degree (82 per cent.) in October, again 
showed a larger rise, 6°7 per cent., than that recorded 
for food and perishables. Increases in the five districts 
ranged from 5:0 per cent. in Wales and the North of 
England to 9:1 per cent. in Central and West End 
London. Sales in the former district decreased in five 
of the main categories, while in the latter they 
advanced in all nine. For the second time since 
January, the previous month being October, each of 
the separate main categories showed some advance in 
the country as a whole, the expansion varying from 
1‘6 per cent. in respect of hardware—which improved 
only in Central and West End London—to 13:2 per 
cent, for men’s and boys’ wear. The latter category 
showed relatively poor figures in 1935, especially in 
the South of England where, in November, 1936, sales 
rose by as much as 16:1 per cent. The improvement 
in piece-goods noted in October continued in both 
household goods and dress materials, the advance 
amounting to 2°2 per cent. on the whole and being 
most noticeable in Central and West End London. 


February-November.—Total sales for the ten months 
Vebruary-November, 1936, exceeded those for the 
same period of 1935 by 63 per cent. This increase was 
identical with that reported for the nine months Feb- 
ruary-October. The South of England and Suburban 
London, sales in which had increased to the greatest 
extent in 1935 as well as 1936, showed an identical 
increase of 7:4 per cent. for February-November, 1936. 
Central and West End London remained the district 
where sales improved least, the increase being 3°9 per 
cent. Piece-goods still formed the only category in 
which sales failed to reach the level of last year, but 
the decline was reduced to 1 per cent. The largest 
advanee was shown by the unrepresentative miscel- 
laneous and unallocated section (6°4 per cent.), closely 
followed by boots and shoes (6:1 per cent.), hardware 
(56 per cent.) and furnishing departments (5°5 per 
cent.). 

INDEX NUMBERS 
(Average Daily Sales in 1933 = 100) 

There was a small seasonal rise in retail sales in 
November, the index number rising by two points to 
123. The upward movement from the previous month 
was most marked in Suburban London, where the 
index rose 10 points to 132. There was a fall of one 
point to 123 in the Central and West End area. 

The index for food and perishables was identical 
with that for total sales in the country as a whole, but 
showed a somewhat larger advance from October—3 
points. District figures varied from 114 in Central and 
West End London to 130 in the Suburban area. 

There was a fall of one point in sales of other mer- 
chandise to 122. The greatest district advance was 
from 118 to 185 in Suburban London. 


STOCKS 


The value of stocks at cost at the end of November, 
1936, stood at 2°6 per cent. higher than at the same

date in 1935. There were increases in all five districts, 
the smallest being 2-0 per cent. in both Scotland and 
the South of England, and the largest (3:8 per cent.) 
in Wales and the North of England. Stocks of food 
and perishables expanded by 6°5 per cent. The sample 
of stocks in this division, however, may not be as 
representative as that available for sales. The increase 
for other merchandise was much smaller, 2°4 per cent., 
and the movement in the different main categories of 
this division ranged from a fall of 1-3 per cent. in fancy 
—— to a rise of 7°3 per cent. for miscellaneous 
goods. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in retail establishments furnishing this information 
was lower by a negligible percentage at the end of 
November, 1936, than twelve months earlier. This is 
the first decrease in total staffs to be recorded since 
December, 1932. Selling staffs, information regard- 
ing which is furnished by a smaller number of estab- 
lishments, expanded by 1°6 per cent., the only district 
for which a decrease was reported being Suburban 
London (3°6 per cent.). The number of juveniles also 
continued to rise, being 9°9 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier.

PRICE OF BREAD 


Under the Food Council’s scale the maximum price 
of bread rises to 9d. per 4 lb. loaf when the published 
price of standard grade flour in the London district, 
plus the quota payment under the Wheat Act, 1932, 
rises above 39s. per sack of 280 Ibs. 


The price of flour in the London district was 
increased to 88s. 6d. per sack on December 14, and the 
addition of the quota payment of 1s. per sack to that 
price brought the total amount above 39s. There have 
since been further increases of 1s, and 6d. per sack 
in the price of flour, bringing the total amount, 
including the quota payment, to 41s. per sack. 


The Food Council were informed that the Joint Price 
Committee of the London bakers’ associations had 
decided that the price of bread should be increased 
from 8}d. to 9d. per 4 lb. loaf on Monday, 
December 28. 


SOVIET TRADE REPRESENTATION IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM

FOREIGN VISITORS, JANUARY—NOVEMBER 


The return of holiday visitors issued by the Home Office 
for November, 8,781, shows an increase of 1,080 over Novem- 
ber, 1935, and that, with the December figures still to come, 
foreign holiday visitors to Britain in 1936 have exceeded 
the previous record reached in 1930 by 9,000. 


An outstanding feature of the November return is the 
increase in the number of business visitors to 7,749, or 
2,206 more than in November, 1935. Germany headed the 
list of business visitors with 1,918. France, with 1,178, was 
second for business visitors and first with holiday visitors. 
It is satisfactory to note that, in spite of the devaluation 
of the france at the end of September, the number of holiday 
and business visitors from France has continued to increase.

In the first crop report (1936-37) received by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Fisheries, from 60 provinces out of 
a total of 70 for the whole kingdom, the area planted as at 
the end of September, 1936, was 16,346,000 rai, or about 70 
per cent. of the total paddy land, of which 738,000 rai were 
damaged, as against 18,095,000 rai and 1,084,000 rai, respec- 
tively, at the same time last year. 

The conditions of the crop were as follows:—In 18 pro- 
vinces doing well; in 33 provinces doing fairly well; and 
in 8 provinces not doing well. Report from the Province of 
Satul has not yet been received.

AUSTRALIA—JAPAN 
INFORMAL TRADE AGREEMENT 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received advice 
of an informal agreement between the Commonwealth and 
Japan to take effect from January 1, 1937, and to continue 
for 18 months. 

Japan has agreed to repeal the special ordinance against 
Australian imports and has undertaken to admit not less 
than 800,000 bales of Australian woo} during the eighteen 
months ending June 30, 1938. 

Japan has also agreed to limit exports of cotton and arti- 
ficial silk piece-goods to Australia to 102,500,000 square 
yards per annum. This quantity is to be divided equally 
between cotton and artificial silk piece-goods. Calico for 
bag making is excluded from the quota and will, as hither- 
to, enter Australia without restriction. 

Cotton and artificial silk piece-goods are to be exempt 
from primage duty on importation into Australia, while the 
rates of duty are to be reduced, as follows : —

ROUMANIA 
IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, in accord- 
ance with a Circular, No. 285,497, issued to the Customs 
Houses on November 28, the Higher Quota Commission has 
decided that, for purposes of comparison with Import 
licences, the value of invoices should be calculated at the 
official rate of exchange, without the premium of 38 per 
cent., as the Import licences are issued on that basis. 


LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX 

H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, accord- 
ing to Customs Circular No. 294,956 of December 7, 1936, 
the fixed tax on mercerised cotton yarns coming under 
Nos. 511 and 515 of the Roumanian Customs Tariff is altered 
to 40 lei per kilogramme. This tax is additional to the 
Turnover Tax of 6 per cent. on the average value in the 
‘‘ Unitary Tariff ’’ and the other import duties. It is to 
apply to all imports as from December 8 and also to import 
declarations for goods not cleared before that date. 


SPAIN 
EXPORT CONTROL 


The issue of the ‘“‘ Gaceta de la Republica ’’ published at 
Valencia on December 3 contains a Decree dated December 2 
which prescribes regulations regarding the export of 
national products from Spain. A translation of the Decree 
is given below :— 

Article 1.—Export of national products abroad remains subject 
to prior authority having been obtained and each permit will 
be in the terms of this decree. 

Article 2.—Any person or entity desiring to export abroad any 
product or article should ask permission by telegram or petition 
to the Ministry of Commerce, Department of Foreign Trade, 
giving the following information, class and quantity of the 
goods, name of the remitter, name of the consignee or purchaser, 
final destination, value in foreign currency of the goods when 
definitely sold or the approximate value when sold on consign- 
ment according to the quotations of the last 10 days in the 
market of destination; mark of the goods, if any, and port of 
shipment or frontier towns. 

Requests for permits to export, which do not contain the 
information referred to in the previous paragraph, will not be 
forwarded. 


Article $.—The competent authorities at the Ministry of Trade 
will examine daily the requests for permits received, authorising 
or refusing them according to the political-commercial situation 
and the particulars contained in the request for permit con- 
cerned. 

Article 4.—The Ministry of Trade will remit daily to the 
Ministry of Finance a statement showing all the exportations 
authorised to that date, containing the following particulars :— 
name of the sender, name of the consignee or purchaser, country 
of destination, weight or measurement of the goods and the 
value in foreign currency. 

The statement referred to in the last paragraph will be made 
in duplicate ; one copy will be remitted to the headquarters of the 
Customs in order that they may communicate the authority to 
the Customs of the port concerned. 

In the same manner the Ministry of Trade will remit to the 
Ministry of Finance a statement giving details of the “‘ requests 
for export permits ’’ which were refused, adding short par- 
ticulars of the cause of such refusal. 

The Minister of Finance will put to the Minister of Trade any 
suggestions which he deems opportune referring to the co- 
ordination and financing of production and of foreign trade— 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 2 of the Decree of 
the Council of Ministers, of November 2, 1936. 


Article 5.—The exporters will deliver all the documents of 
their shipments to the Customs at the port of departure, who 
will remit the said documents to the Banco Exterior de Espafia 
or to its agencies or correspondents. 

The Bank will negotiate the drafts (efectos) in accordance with 
the instructions of the Ministry of Finance. 

Article 6.—When the value declared by the exporter is con- 
sidered too low according to the judgment of the Ministry of 
Finance, the latter may take charge of the goods, paying for 
them the price at which they were declared. 


Article 7.—Compensation transactions in exported goods 
realised by private persons or entities, will be subject to the 
following rule :—In order that the “‘ permits ’’ of compensation 
transactions can be forwarded, it will be necessary that the 
exporters shall present to the Ministry of Trade a statement 
giving all the details mentioned in Article 2 for the definite 
sale of exports, also the equivalent particulars of the goods 
which it is desired to import. 

In order that the Ministry of Trade can authorise these opera- 
tions, it will be indispensable that the Ministry of Finance re- 
ports favourably thereon, or in its default by arrangement with 
the Cabinet. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


Article 8.—Any false statement made by the exporter in the 
declaration will be punished by the loss of the goods. A repe- 
tition of the offence will carry wita it the loss of the right to 
export during one year. 

Articla 9.—The State or the monopolies of it is excepted from 
the foregoing regulations. 

Article 10.—The Ministries of Finance and Trade are 
authorised to issue the necessary instructions in order that this 
Decree may be fully complied with, of which account shall be 
given to the Cortes. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE 
PRODUCTION AND IMPORTATION OF 
ARTIFICIAL FERTILISERS 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded a trans- 
lation of the Yugoslav Code of Regulations and Standards 
concerning the production and importation of artificial fer- 
tilisers. 

In accordance with these regulations the production and 
importation of artificial fertilisers and traffic therein in the 
territory of the Kingdom of Yugoslavia are subject to a 
permit from the Ministry of Agriculture and to inspection 
thereby, in respect of the content of nutritious components, 
identity, purity, suitability for use, and origin. The regu- 
lations also deal with the manner of marking, sealing and 
labelling of the sacks, cases or barrels in which the fer- 
tilisers are packed, and the procedure to be followed in re- 
spect of fertilisers imported for further treatment.
